REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board respectfully submit to the town an ac- 
count of their stewardship, together with a statement of the 
condition and progress of the various schools, during the past 
year. 

The supervision of the Committee was intended to be 
thoughtful and careful, with a due appreciation of the labors 
of the teachers, and an intelligent regard for the welfare and 
advancement of the scholar. 


The Committee has been able, by the customary number of 
visits to the schools, to gain an adequate knowledge of the 
methods and success of each teacher, and by personal examin- 
ation, to become acquainted with the work of the individual 
scholar. The committee consider themselves fortunate in the 
selection of teachers for the past year, with perhaps two. ex- 
ceptions. Westand committed to the idea of the highest pos- 
sible equipment for the teacher. We place no premium upon 
ignorance, in any particular. She should he an educated — per- 
son in the true sense of the word; should possess the faculty of 
imparting knowledge to others, and should be a_ skillful dis- 
ciplinarian: and yet, all these qualities, in their most perfect 
state, are seldom possessed by any one person. To have the 
necessary ability, and then the faculty of adapting herself to 
the conditions and requirements of her school, isone of the 
teacher’s best gifts, and in this respect the schools haye been 
fayored, and is evinced by good results. We are also con- 
vineed that the facilities of our schools, for the education of 
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the scholar, are not to be despised by the parents. Consider- 
ing environment and natural conditions, the average scholar 
in the ‘Town School” is as well advanced as his companion in 
the “Graded School.” 


In a school, discipline 1s next to knowledge. The teacher 
should remember this; she would be greatly helped if the pa- 
rents also would remember this fact; it 1s exceedingly rare that 
a child who is trained to obedience in the home, is disobedient 
and troublesome in the school room. Teachers must insist 
upon orderly deportment, and no disorderly, ungentlemanly 
or unladylike conduct should be tolerated for a moment. 


One source of weakness in our schools is the indifference of 
parents to the regular attendance of their children. Attend- 
ance ot scholars should be, and isinsisted upon by the teachers, 
but without the co-operation of the parents, it cannot be had. 
Often the scholars are absent several Sessions in a week, and 
this with the consent of the parents, and later they complain 
and grumble because the children do not learn faster, putting 
the blame on the teacher, when the parents only, are to blame 
by reason of their willful neglect and disregard of their own 
obligations. 

We desire to call your attention to this most earnestly, and 
when you find fault with the teacher, ask yourselves seriously 
if you have done vour duty. Don’t insist that you havea call 
to leave town for some larger place that your children may 
haye better school privileges, when you have failed by your 
own fault to realize the most that youcan from what you 
have at home. 


Noticeable improvement has been made in nearly all of the 
schools, due we believe, to the earnest, faithful and efficient 
work of the teachers, an improvement that woula have been 
much more marked had the parents compelled regular attend- 
ance as suggested in the previous lines. 


Where nearly all of the teachers have done so well, it may 
seem invidious to mention any onein particular, but we feel 
that we ought to say a good word for the young teacher in 
the ‘Middle Neck”’ school. 


Laboring under disadvantages at thestart, the results of 
examinations indicated much hard work and application on 
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her part, accompanied by very gratifying returns on part of 
the scholars. 

The introduction of a new text-book in Language, and of 
new maps foreach school, has been an improvement of the 
past vear, and one that we hope to materially increase by 
further additions in the near future.
